ritain's multi-racial nightmare ... 


HUNDREDS of Asian rioters went on a two day rampage in the 
Manningham area of Bradford early in June. Police were 
bombarded with bricks and petrol bombs for two nights, with 
shops looted, and cars set on fire. The disturbances were some 
of the worst ever seen in Britain. 

The riots began after police were called following complaints 
of disorderly behaviour among a large group of Asians near a 
mosque. One youth kicked a police car. When police attempted 
to arrest troublemakers an argument ensued, after which two 


‘men retreated into local homes, and were arrested after scuffles. 
Aithin an honr and ah IEF 3AN nenple had assembled aartecide 


the local Lawcroft House police station demanding the release 
of the two men, and six others who had also been arrested 
following further scuffles. Cars at a nearby BMW showroom 
were then fire-bombed, and shop windows smashed as police 
in full riot gear attempted to restore order. 


MP DEMANDS RELEASE OF RIOTERS 


Bradford West Labour MP Max Madden, with local Councillors, 
met police the next day, and demanded the release of all the 
arrested men. When the police refused, a mob hundreds strong tore 
down a wall outside the police station and hurled bricks at police. 
By late evening a Citroen garage had been firebombed, and rioting 
had spread to the city centre with shops looted and windows 
smashed. At one . Stage the police 
withdrew from one [iy SPECIAL REPORT area leaving the 
Citroen garage to come under attack again from petrol bombs. 
Eleven more arrests were made, including three men who are 
alleged to have been caught with petrol bomb making equipment. 

The rioters, many of whom were masked, were urged on by 
ringleaders who shouted ‘Let's show the police what Asians can do' 
through megaphones. White Trotskyite agitators mingled with the 
mob waving ‘Stop Police Racism’ placards. 

£500,000 in damage was caused during the two days of disorder, 
which followed prolonged tension in the area. Asian ‘vigilante’ 
gangs had been roaming the streets calling for prostitutes, and their 
pimps - many of whom are West Indian - to be removed from the 
area. Threatening behaviour by the gangs is now endemic to the 
area. A fireman needed plastic surgery to his face after being 
viciously assaulted by Asians recently. 


POLICE APOLOGISE TO RIOTERS 


Two days after the riots the a senior police officer - clearly under 
enormous political pressure - made on TV what was in effect a 
public apology to the rioters. He said they apologised for anything 
they 'might have done’ to annoy Asians! 

Middle class white people in the area have had their illusions 
destroyed by the riots. As in so many areas, many had believed the 
constant propaganda about ‘racial harmony’. All the businesses 
ransacked were non-Pakistani, including Indian and Jewish 
premises. Local Hindus said that their community had played no 
part in the riots, which were carried out by Muslims, and that white 
right-wing groups would benefit.

Scarcely a week now goes by 
in Britain without a riot by 
one immigrant group or an- 
other. Mostare systematically 
ignored or downplayed by our 
national media, and pass un- 
noticed.

Society is being eaten away 
not by very large scale riots,

- all the worse for its creeping 
effects. 

People persuade them- 
selves that the pace of de- 
cline is such that they can 
safely leave the problems for 
future generations to address. 
Many societies in the past kid- 
ded themselves along similar 
lines shortly before they were 
overwhelmed by complete 
disaster. 

Too many events like 
Manningham would alert the 
people of Britain to their true 
situation - a struggle for our 
land between our native popu- 
lation and those from else- 


where who will take it if they | 


are able. It is both the oldest 
and newest story in the worid 
- with a new and terrifying 
feature. At all costs no one 
should be allowed to realise 
what is happening!. | 
Senior police officers will 
appease any lawless element 
if it will prevent outbreaks of 


too visible lawlessness. When | 


the husband of the Director of 
Public Prosecutions was 
nearly killed by an immigrant 
gang recently, outside his 
Camden home, Barbara Mills

Labour Councillor demands

A LABOUR COUNCILLOR in 
London's Haringey has demanded 
that Euro cash should be spent ona 
‘blacks only' Health Centre. 

Mavis Lambie says: "I don't want a 
white person caring for me." The 
disabled Councillor wants money 
from the EC spent on medical facili- 
ties employing only black doctors 
and other staff, and giving treatment 
only to blacks. 

She says that black people often 
feel uncomfortable being treated by 
white doctors, and that they do not 
have enough skill to treat diseases 
which are particularly common in 
non-whites - like sickle cell anaemia. 

The centre she wants would pro- 
vide information specifically tailored

White Police Officer sues 
for racial discrimination 


A WHITE former Police Officer is 
suing for wrongful dismissal before 
an Industrial Tribunal and says 
that he was sacked for being white. 

David Kirkby says he was sacked 
as aconstable by Notts police, while 
an Asian in the same position was 
kept on. A Nottinghamshire Indus- 
trial Tribunal heard that Mr. Kirkby's 
dismissal was ‘knee jerk’ tactics and 
favouritism. 

A Police Federation spokesman, 
representing the sacked officer, said 
that police were fearful of the prob- 
lems that dismissal of an Asian offi- 
cer might cause. 

Mr. Kirkby told the tribunal that 
he and the Asian officer, Simon 
Labana, had both been told that they

The appearance of underground 
literature within the police is an- 
other sign of an organisation in 
trouble. A periodical called 
"Tomorrow's Job’, modelled on the 


official police magazine 'The Job’, 


has begun to circulate among the 
police, causing fury in the senior 
ranks. Homes were raided recently 
in an attempt to suppress it. One 
newspaper thought incorrectly 
that it was produced by the BNP. 

‘Tomorrows Job’ says that the 
destabilising of British society by 
immigration, combined with the 
decline of the industrial base and 
mass unemployment, has created 
terror in the ‘Establishment’. Brit- 
ain is a powder keg which could 
easily erupt into a spiral of public 
order catastrophes. 

if that were to happen the 'Estab- 
lishment’ might well be fatally 
wounded. Thus, at the behest of 


‘the Home Office, the police ser- 


vice now has as its top priority 
doing whatever is necessary to 
prevent uprisings. 

Since this policy was created, 
says ‘Tomorrow's Job’, to achieve 
a political rather than a policing 
objective, itnecessitates a change 
of culture within the police service 
- and a change of top personnel. 

Thus the extraordinary position 
that in Britain rioters are given 
apologies! One Chief Constable 
said on BBC radio not long ago 
that ‘confronting’ racist and sexist 
police officers was more impor- 
tant to him than the clear up rate! 


As Richard Littlejohn wrote in 
The Sun, the present posture of- 
the police is that nothing must be 


done to upset the ‘community’. 
The ‘community’ in question is not 
ordinary British people, but loud- 
mouthed left-wingers, and any 
group which might cut up rough if 
the law is applied to them. 

The whole establishment is af- 
flicted with a holy terror of contro- 
versy, paralysing effective action 
and demoralising the lower ranks 
of the public services who become 


were not making the grade as proba- 
tionary constables.

POLICE in London deliberately 
suppressed news of a horrific sex 
attack on children in the high 
immigrant Tottenham area - causing 
widespread public anger. 

Three schoolgirls aged eight, 10, 
and 12 were chased into council flats 
by a gang of youths at 4pm. on a 
Sunday afternoon recently. The 
youths tried to throw one frantically 
struggling victim to her death over a 
fifth-floor balcony. Another child 
broke free and tried to run for help, 
but was cornered in a lift, stripped, 
and viciously sexually assaulted. 

For four days police prevented the 
attack on Reed Road Estate from 
becoming public knowledge - leaving 
the gang free to strike again with 
parents in ignorance of the risks to 
their children. 7 

The attack was only made public, 
and an appeal made for witnesses, in 
a press announcement by Scotland 
Yard on the following Thursday 
afternoon. The racial origins of the 
gang have not been announced. 


Somers Town 
race fights 
RUNNING fights between gangs of 
white and Asian youths are now 
almost a daily event in the Somers 
Town area of London - near which 
Richard Everitt was murdered last 

year by Asians. 

-~ Inthe latest incident a large gang of 
Bengalis stoned a youth club. Car 
windscreens were then smashed in 
two hours of running battles after a 
recent truce broke down. One resident 
has catalogued 27 outbreaks of fight- 
ing adjacent to his home since last 
January. Other local people speak of 
‘no-go’ areas and of being afraid to go 
out at night. A school was closed 
recently after a student was injured.

We have been given specific 
instructions not to target major deal- 
ers because we haven't the budget to 
devote the time to them. This is not 
a job we can do over an eight-hour 
shift. To take out main dealers is a 
time-consuming operation" said one 
police officer. 

Only weeks ago the Government 
announced a new initiative against 
drugs! Shortly before, new police 
budgets were introduced, with Cen- 
tral London worst affected by re- 
strictions on spending. One veteran 
drug squad detective told the press: 
"It 1s tıme the public knew the reality 
behind the much-trumpeted war 
against drugs."

People living in residen- 
tial streets find it impossible to get 
any action taken to remove dealers, 
who stand on corners in full view of 
police and residents. Well publicised 
police purges in some areas simply 
push the drug sellers to move to 
other neighbourhoods - often only a 
short distance away. | 

The dealers know that, if con- 
victed, they face only short holidays 
in prison. In North London's Camden 
area, police complained recently that 
magistrates refused to even impose 
restrictive bail conditions on most 
arrested drug dealers - let alone 1m- 
prisoning them for the protection of 
the public.

Union Jack banned by Labour 
Council for ‘noisy flapping’ 


A LABOUR COUNCIL has 
refused permission for the Union 
Jack to be flown on VE Day. 
Warwickshire Council say the 
flag would make too much noise 
flapping in the breeze on Whitnash 
Village Green - to the disgust of 
local veterans who will be joined by 
visitors from France and Germany 
for a march-past on the big day. 
The organisers were told by the 
Council that permission would be 
needed to erect flagpoles, and ap- 
plied well in advance of the August 
commemorations. They were aston- 


ished when the Labour Council 


turned them down, prompting talk of 
arebellion in the picturesque village 


with its 14th. century church. 

Labour Councillor Bob Crowther 
said flagpoles would be ‘detrimental 
tothe residential amenity of the area. 
'Noise nuisance could be created in 
windy weather’. 

"We must be the only place in the 
country which cannot fly the flag on 
VE day" said local Tory Bernard 
Kirton. Three 18 foot flagpoles were 
to have been erected with the flags of 
Germany, France, and Great Britain.

HOMOSEXUALS have called for the closure of 
Britain's first Christian radio station - just two days 
after it began broadcasting. Lesbian and gay protesters 
say that the new Premier Radio's editorial policy is 
‘inflammatory’. 7 

Premier Radio's Chief Executive,Peter Meadows, fell foul 
of militant perverts by saying that 'same sex genital activity is 
outside God's plan and therefore wrong’. Even worse, Mr. 
Meadows said that people who pursued a homosexual lifestyle 
would be unlikely to feature in the London radio station's 
programmes. | 

The 'Lesbian and Gay Christian Movement’ swung into 
action following Mr. Meadow's outrage against ‘politically 
correct’ and obligatory proselytising of homosexuality.

PRESS OFFICE DIARY 


Few BN readers will be aware of the 
work of the British National Party's 
Press Office, or of the opportunity 
which staffing it gives to feel under- 


currents which are often not apparent — 


from the public face of the controlled 
media. 

The range of media outlets which 
approach the Press Office for com- 
ment and interviews is astonishingly 
wide, not only covering the length and 
breadth of Britain, but all over the 
world. 

In the weeks before the issue of this 
edition of BN, coverage for the BNP 


| included Mexican Television, South 


African Radio, who felt that there was 
no hope left for whites in South Africa, 
and the Australian version of the US 
‘Sixty Minutes’ TV programme. 

Sometimes decisions have to be 
made to refuse to appear on 
programmes when it is apparent that 
there is no intention other than to 'set 
up' the BNP. Such decisions are made 
reluctantly, since the whole point of 
the Press Office is to win coverage for 
our party. Anyone who still believes 
that the media are there to fairly inform 
people should try dealing with some 
TV companies! _ 

A classic example was a recent epi- 
sode of the Esther Rantzen show which 
asked for a BNP representative, and 
promised a ‘fair debate on immigra- 
tion’. The Press Office managed to 
extract the truth from the television 
company. Two-thirds of the audience 
were to be Asian, and the rest members 
of extreme-left wing organisations! The 
whole purpose was to suggest to view- 
ers that no one in the country agrees 
with the BNP.

US GIVES $3BN A YEAR 
IN AID TO ISRAEL 


THE UNITED STATES cur- 
rently gives $3bn. (£1.9bn) in 
foreign aid to Israel each year - 
three times the amount given to 
the entire continent of Africa and 
20% of the entire aid budget. 

No other country receives so 
much from the United States, and 
the huge grant is maintained by the 
most effective political lobby in the 
US, the American-Israel Public af- 
fairs Committee (AIPAC). 

President Clinton's absence from 
the VE day celebrations in London 
recently had little to do with our 
relationship with the United States. 
Like half of the entire membership 
of Congress he attended the annual 
conference of AIPAC. His most 
likely rival in the next presidential 
election, Senator Bob Dole, was 
also there. | | 

Both Dole and Clinton assured 
delegates that the grant to Israel 
would be maintained. Despite the 
huge deficit in public spending - the 
most important issue in US poli- 
tics, with education, heaith, and 
welfare all facing the axe - no poli- 
tician from either the Republican or 
Conservative parties has dared to 
suggest any reduction in the pay- 
ment to Israel. : 

A Republican senator who chairs 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee, Mitch McConnell, recently 
called for a reduction in the $1 bn-a- 
year grant to African countries. Aid 
to Israel was, however, sacrosanct 
he said. At the. last election the 


senator received over $200,000 in 
election assistance from pro-Israel 
groups and individual Jews. 

AIPAC monitors the voting records 


and public statements of US politi- © 


cians, and directs Jewish donors to- 
wards those who support the Israeli 
cause. 

Every US politician is well aware 
of what happened to Senator Charles 
Percy during the 1980s. He won 
awards from Jewish groups for his 
support while amember of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. When 
he unwisely started to ask questions 
about Israeli behaviour on the West 


Bank, AIPAC organised a nation- - 


wide leaflet campaign denouncing 
him as Israel's worst enemy. 

Percy was defeated in the 1984 
elections after money flowed into the 
campaign chest of his opponent. 

Tom Dine, the then president of 
AIPAC, said in a speech: "All the 
Jews in America, from coast to coast, 
gathered to oust Percy. And Ameri- 
can politicians got the message". 

Jim Zogbi, president of the Arab- 
American Institute, likened Percy's 
treatment to "shooting a dog and put- 
ting it on your lawn with a message 
saying 'Don't mess with us’. Con- 
gressmen still say: 'I won't become 
the next Chuck Percy'." 

In a speech to AIPAC during April 
Newt Gingrich, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, said: "You are the 
most effective general interest group 
for an.
